Mid-April 
auto sales 
jump 70% 


DETROIT (U PI) — Domestic au­ 
tomakers, paced by a record perform­ 
ance by General Motors, Friday re­ 
ported a 70 per cent jump in mid- 
April new car sales over last year’s 
14-year low. 


The sales reports, a drop in worker 
layoffs, resumption of afternoon shifts 
at two assembly plants and the best 
production week in nearly 28 months 
provided further evidence of the in­ 
dustry’s strong comeback from a two- 
year slump. 


GM’s 86.5 per cent gain over last 
year gave the No. I auto company a 
higher-than-normal 57 per cent share 
of the 249,441 cars sold in the April 11- 
20 period, the best mid-month period 
since November 1973. 


Only American Motors, caught in a 
smail-car sales slump, failed to join in 
the optimistic report. Chrysler, recov­ 
ering strongly from the industry’s

two-year slump, reported sales up 111 
per cent; Ford jumped 41 per cent 
and AMC dropped 12 per cent. 


IT WAS THE 20th straight 10-day 
reporting period in which sales topped 
those of a year-earlier period. He 
sales reports backed up optimistic 
predictions that the U.S. auto industry 
would recover from its deepest slump 
since the Great Depression with a 
1976 performance that would be sec­ 
ond only to 1973. 


Both Ford and GM set truck sales 
marks in the period with Chrysler 
recording the second best April 11-20 
on record. 


General Motors announced that it 
will resume afternoon shifts in mid- 
October at its Framingham, Mass., 
and St. Louis auto assembly plants. 
Termination of those second shifts in 
early 1974, just as the full effects of 
the Arab oil embargo were being felt 
in long gasoline station lines, put 4,200 
workers on indefinite layoff. 


Auto production this week backed 
up the booming sales reports as au­ 
tomakers planned to build nearly 
198,000 cars, the highest for any week 
in nearly 28 months. Long-term lay­ 
offs dropped to 46,000 workers, still 6 
per cent of the industry’s blue-collar 
labor force but the lowest in more 
than two years. 


Residents favor 
proposal for 
area mini-court 


Residents near Arlington Park Race 
Track reacted favorably Friday to re­ 
ports that a site at the southwest cor­ 
ner of Euclid Avenue and Wilke Road 
is being considered as a site for Cir­ 
cuit Court mini-center. 


Cook 
County officials 
confirmed 
Thursday that the vacant 10-acre site 
is one of about 20 possible locations 
under consideration for a District 2 
court facility. 
The property, which is located in 
Rolling Meadows, is owned by the 
Madison Square Garden Corp., own­ 
ers of the race tract-Arlington Park 
Hilton Hotel complex. 


IT IS UNCERTAIN when the facil­ 
ity would be built, if approved by the 
county board. But Donald O'Connell, 
administrative director of the Circiit 
Court, said any new court building 
likely would be similar to ones 
planned in Maywood and Markham. 
The courts would handle probate 
and divorce actions as well as crimi­ 
nal and traffic cases. 
“ It sounds a lot better than other 
ideas people have had for the site — 
things like a shopping center or apart­ 
ments,” said Rolling Meadows Ald. 
Thomas Waldron, 2nd. 
Residents in the area ' have been 
worried about what would go in to 
that area,” Waldron said. 
Rolling Meadows Ald. William Ah­ 
rens, 2nd, said he would prefer to see 
the land developed for single-family 
residential use, which the property is 
now zoned for. 
“ But realiskically, I know that 
won’t happen,” he said. 


ARLINGTON 
HEIGHTS. 
Village 
Pres. James T. Ryan said he ex­ 
pected little opposition to the court 
proposal from Arlington Heights resi­ 
dents living in that area. 
“ It would not be a very intense use 
for the area; not as much as an 
apartment complex, and it would save 


people great time and effort,** Ryan 
said. 
Members of the Arlingdale Home­ 
owners Assn., which borders Wilke 
Road near the site, would definitely 
prefer the court facility to apart­ 
ments, said George V. Zogas, presi­ 
dent of the association. 
“ Wed much rather have a good 
public building than an apartment 
complex, which would take away 
from the attractiveness of the area,” 
Zogas said. 
“ I see nothing wrong with the court 
center proposal as long as it’s only a 
five-day facility,’’ he said. 
WESTGATE HOMEOWNERS Assn. 
Pres Joan Hammerstone also pre­ 
ferred the court proposal to previous 
apartment complex proposals. 
"We’re realistic. We know it has to 
be developed and this would keep the 
density down,” Mrs. Hammerstone 
said. 
“ it might also help us get Wilke 
(Road) widened," she said. 
The Rolling Meadows site is under 
consideration because it is located 
near several major highways and the 
Chicago and North Western Ry.

Remember 
your clocks 
Sunday; 
COT again!

Don’t stay up too late tonight. 
When you wake up Sunday, it will 
be later than you think. 
Daylight Savings time begins at 
2 a.m. Sunday. Time again to turn 
the clock ahead one hour. It 
means the sun will rise and set an 
hour later every day. It also 
means you’ll lose an hour some­ 
where, but don’t bother looking 
for it. You’ll get it back the last 
Sunday in 
October when we 
switch the clocks again. 
“ Spring ahead, fall back,” is a 
good way to remember the time 
change. Unless, of course, the 
U.S. Senate eventually gets its 
way. The Senate earlier this year 
passed a bill that would extend 


“ summer time” eight months — 
from the first Sunday in March to 
the second Sunday in November 
for two years. 
THEN THE SLOGAN would be 
“winter ahead, fall back.” That 
would be just too hard to remem­ 
ber. Maybe that’s how the U.S. 
House of Representatives felt 
when it defeated the bill. 
Legislators aren’t the first ones 
who wanted to mess around with 
time. In Paris, back in 1784, a 
U.S. statesman by the name of 
Ben Franklin suggested a form of 
Daylight Savings Time in a whim­ 
sical essay. 
Franklin, well known for flying 
kites, was disturbed at 6 a.m. by 
the sun shining in his window. 
Economical person that he was, 
he thought it would be better to be 
awake when the sun was shining 
and asleep when it wasn’t. 
He suggested the population 
wake up at sunrise and get back 
under the covers earlier in the 
evening. Apparently it was one of 
his ideas no one payed much at­ 
tention to. 
W ILLIAM W ILLET, enterpris­ 
ing Englishman, had a similar 
idea. Willet published a pamphlet 
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Showers

caUed “ Waste of Daylight” in 1907 
and financed a campaign for set­ 
ting the clock ahead by 80 min­ 
utes during the spring and sum­ 
mer months. 
W illets campaign failed. It took 
World War I to convince the peo­ 
ples of the world to make a move 
to Daylight Savings Time. Germa­ 
ny enacted it in 1915 and Great 
Britain followed in 1916, calling it 
“ Willet Time.” 
In the U.S., Congress in 1917 
passed legislation authorizing the 
time be moved up one hour begin­ 
ning the last Sunday in March to 
the last Sunday in October. It con­ 
served energy while the war was 
going on. It took effect in 1918 but 
was repealed in 1919 because 
farmers objected to it. 
They said the cows just couldn’t 
adjust to the new milking time 
and the dew in the morning was 
heavy enough to hinder farm 
work, often preventing the har­ 
vest of crops until noon. 
SOME STATES continued to ob­ 
serve “ summer time” during the 
spring and summer but it wasn’t 
until World War II that Congress 
again passed legislation to turn 
the clocks ahead one hour. It was

repealed after the war. 
It wasn’t until 1966 that Con­ 
gress passed the Uniform Time 
Act, which gives us the Daylight 
Savings Time program the coun­ 
try has today. 
If you’re still confused, reftiem- 
ber: Turn the clock ahead one 
hour. Also remember, as the Chi­ 
cago Motor Club warns, to drive 


carefully during the first few days 
of the changeover because young­ 
sters will take advantage of the 
extra hour of daylight to play out­ 
doors and ride their bicycles. 
And don’t complain. You may 
lose an hour of sleep but it’s for a 
good cause. There’ll be more time 
in the evening to cook outdoors 
and mow the lawn.

An Oakton Community College Board of Trustees candidate re­ 
mained a loser rather than a winner after calling for a recount of 
votes in 6 of 52 precincts in the April IO school elections. Janet 
Juckett, widow of the late State Rep. Robert Juckett, lost two 
additional votes in the recount she requested. The partial recount 
also gave the three candidates who won the election between five 
and seven additional votes. Mrs. Juckett originally lost by 52 votes. 


Skyjacker awaits sentence 


A federal jury Friday convicted Walter “Chico” Hines, 38, of 
skyjacking a Delta Air Lines flight from Chicago to Havana, Cuba 
on Feb. 4, 1971. After a 2V2-day trial before U.S. District Court 
Judge Bernard M. Decker, the jury found Hines guilty of one count 
of aircraft piracy and one count of interfering with a flight crew. 
Twenty-three passengers and four crew members were on board 
the Delta flight when Hines handed a note to a stewardess saying 
he intended to skyjack the plane to Cuba. The skyjacker said he 
had nitroglycerin taped to his body. During the trial, Hines admit­ 
ted the skyjacking but said he was insane at the time. A May 21 
sentencing date was set. 


Driveway boulder ban urged 


Hoffman Estates officials are contemplating an ordinance ban­ 
ning boulders residents have placed on the public right-of-way as 
decorations or to prevent cars from cutting across yards. John 
Hossack, village director of public works, said boulders placed on 
or just behind curbs are becoming a prevalent problem in some 
areas of the village. If the village knowingly consents to having 
boulders placed near the street, it might be responsible in court if 
someone runs into one, Hossack said. ‘When there’s snow or ice on 
the street, particularly on curbs, our snow plows run into them and 
cause anywhere from $300 to $400 damage,” he said. The board is 
expected to continue discussion about the rocks next month. 


No water hassles foreseen 
Elk Grove Village officials are not anticipating any water prob­ 
lems this weekend, despite five of the village’s nine wells being out 
of service. Pete Kaleta, assistant village engineer, said he does not 
anticipate a heavy outdoor water usage during the weekend, as the 
weather forecast calls for rain and most of the industries in the 
village will be closed. Two of the wells should be back in service 
Monday. Some areas of the village were without water Thursday 
for up to 15 minutes when one of the wells broke down.

Chicago minority aldermen 
Four join battle to end jet noise

Four Chicago minority aldermen 
have joined the fight to end noise pol­ 
lution at O’Hare Airport. 
They called Friday for a tough 
noise ordinance similar to one pro­ 
posed earlier this week by U.S. Rep. 
Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth. They said 
they will introduce the ordinance at 
the May 5 city council meeting in an 
effort to end “pollution without repre­ 
sentation.” 
Those backing the ordinance include 
aldermen 
Dick 
Simpson, 
William 
Cousins, Ross Lathrop and Martin 
O herman. 
The ordinance is similar to one in 
effect in Los Angeles. It would require 
airlines landing at Chicago airports to 
reduce noise levels on older jets. 


THE FEDERAL AVIATION Admin­ 
istration has set noise standards for 
the new, larger jets, such as Boeing 
747’s, Douglas DC-lO’s and Lockheed 
L-lOll’s. “But they gave them a pass 
on the older planes,” Mikva said, not­ 
ing that most of the planes landing at 
O’Hare are the older variety. 
If approved, the ordinance would re­ 
quire all airlines to reduce the num­ 
ber of noisy aircraft takeoffs and 
landings by 20 per cent a year for the 
next five years. 
“At the end of five years the prob­ 
lem would be eliminated altogether,” 
Simpson said. 
Failure to comply with the ordi­ 
nance could lead to a six-month jail 
term for the airline’s executive officer 
and a doubling of landing fees. A sec­ 
ond year on noncompliance would 
quadruple landing fees. 


MIKVA SAID it is imperative that 
the City of Chicago take action, be­ 
cause the FAA and other govern­ 
mental bodies have failed to control 
airport noise. He said he appealed to 
Chicago because Des Plaines, Park 
Ridge, Niles, Glenview and other 
communities are helpless to do any­ 
thing about airport noise. 


“This noise is not merely an annoy­ 
ance,” he said. “It is a daily dis­ 
ruptive influence in the lives of thou­ 
sands of people.” 
The aldermen said they had not dis­ 
cussed the matter with Chicago May­ 
or Richard J. Daley, but said they 
were optimistic about its passage. 


MIKVA SAID the ordinance would 
result in some cost to the airlines, 
since they would have to retrofit their 
jets. 
“The cost is not inconsiderable, but 
the question is who should pay the 
cost — the airlines or the people who 
live near the airport,” he said. 


The congressman praised the alder­ 
men for taking action on his proposal. 
“Working together like this, city and 
suburban officials can prove that 
serious problems facing metropolitan 
areas can be solved with cooperation, 
thoughtful effort and determination,” 
he said. 
State family agency rapped 
for child sex abuse cases 


The Illinois Dept, of Children and 
Family Services came under fire Fri­ 
day for its handling of child sex abuse 
cases. 
The Illinois General Assembly rape 
study committee, chaired by State 
Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, heard 
testimony indicating that sex abuse 
cases are not being reported as re­ 
quired by law and that the state agen­ 
cy is largely staffed by persons with 
little or no training in social work. 
S t a t e Rep. Adeline Geo-Karis, 
R-Zion, said she would urge the com­ 
mittee to draw up legislation requir­ 
ing certain qualifications in social 
workers hired by children and family 
'services. 
FRIDAY’S HEARING was the sec­ 
ond the rape study committee has 
held on child sex abuse, but vice 
chairman Peter Peters said the testi­ 
mony so far has been either vague or 
conflicting. “If we’re going to attempt 
to develop laws, we’re going to need 
much more substantive information, 
and stronger studies and opinions.” 
A representative of Eloise Young, 
testified that the department’s central 
registry had reported 169 cases of 
child sex abuse statewide in 1975. An-

other witness reported a figure of 500- 
plus, but testimony at the previous 
hearing had indicated that Michael 
Reese alone had 260 cases of child sex 
abuse last year. 
Rep. Jaffe termed the varying low 
figures “astounding” and said Chi­ 
cago alone must have at least 2,500 a 
year. Rep. Geo-Karis also blasted the 
state agency’s figure, saying it “can’t 
possibly be correct; the mandated re­ 
porting is simply not being done.” 
On the issue of qualifications of chil­ 
dren and family’s staff, Dr. Helen 
Beiser of the University of Illinois 
psychiatry department testified that 
experienced 
social 
workers 
were 
being let go by DCFS and replaced 
with lower salaried, less-experienced 
personnel. 


ONE OF TWO children and family’s 
social workers accompanying Ms. 
Young was asked by the committee 
about his background. He said he had 
bachelor’s and master’s degrees in 
languages and was a PhD candidate 
in history, that he had been with the 
department three years and had no 
prior social work experience. 


Ms. Young testified that the depart­ 


ment’s only requirements are a bach­ 
elor’s degree and one year’s experi­ 
ence. These entry-level social workers 
are responsible for making initial con­ 
tacts with families where a child 
abuse problem has been reported. 


They must make an initial assess­ 
ment of the situation, determining 
whether sex abuse is involved and 
what steps to take.

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Fate dim for passengers 
in helicopter: searchers 


CAMERON, La. (UPI) - A helicopter ferrying oil 
workers to an offshore drilling rig Friday crashed into 
the Gulf of Mexico 45 miles off the Louisiana coast. The 
Coast Guard said there was little chance the 12 men 
survived. 
A Conoco crew boat, the Terry Lynn G, picked up 
four bodies in the area of the crash, about three miles 
north of the Blue Dolphin rig. They were not identified. 
“We found pieces of the helicopter fuselage and rotor 
and some torn-up lifejackets,” said Coast Guard spokes­ 
man Tom Heflik. 
“You could assume the chopper hit pretty hard, be­ 
cause it broke up. That would lessen their chances,’ he 
said. “There was no sign of any life raft.” 
The Coast Guard searched for survivors in a 10-mile 
radius of the point where the first bodies were found. 
The ll oilmen on the helicopter were employed by 
Dolphin International Inc., owners of the rig. The rig 


was leased to Gulf Oil Co., but no Gulf employes were 
involved in the accident. 
The pilot was identified as Walter Barger, 47, Neder­ 
land, Tex. 
It was the second offshore oilfield disaster in the Gulf 
in eight days. Last week a mobile rig capsized about 30 
miles off Corpus Christi, Tex., and 13 men drowned. 
A Coast Guard investigation of the Texas accident 
was under way in New Orleans when the second mishap 
occurred. 
A spokesman for Petroleum Helicopters Inc. in Lafa­ 
yette, owners of the Downed aircraft, said a search 
began after the firm received an unfamiliar radio dis­ 
turbance about 8 a.m. 
Rescue pilots from Petroleum Helicopters flew over 
the area and spotted the wreckage of the Bell 205 heli­ 
copter three miles from the rig where it was to land. 


y.W. tells plans for U.S. factory

(UPI) — Volkswagen will spend $196 
million on a U.S. assembly plant to 
cut its costs and attempt to regain its 
status as the most popular foreign au­ 
tomobile in America, the West Ger­ 
many automaker said Friday. 
The decision to invest in the United 
States will give jobs to up to 5,000 
American workers and make Volks­ 
wagen the nation’s fifth largest auto 
builder.

First production phases will employ 
2.000 workers, the . plant will have 
5.000 jobs when full capacity of 200,000 
cars per year is reached in 1983, 
Schmuecker said.

Presidential candidates lose in court 


The Supreme Court Friday turned down the pleas of seven mon­ 
ey-short presidential candidates seeking to free $2.2 million inpublic 
funds for their campaigns. The justices refused to recall or change 
their Jan. 30 opinion that the Federal Election Commission, which 
distributes the money, is improperly constituted. Congress is bog­ 
ged down in efforts to pass legislation that conforms with the deci­ 
sion, and no funds have been given out since March 22. The court 
already had granted two delays totaling 50 days in order to give 
Congress time to change the law. In a brief order the court denied 
the candidates’ motions to intervene as parties to the case, and to 
have the justices recall and modify their earlier judgment. The 
motion of the Democratic National Committee to file its views also 
was denied. 


C o e d s continue to hold hostages 


Spelman College coeds in Atlanta allowed some light food to be 
sent in Friday to 14 school trustees they have taken hostage in an 
effort to force officials to name a black woman as president of the 
institution. The trustees were locked in a meeting room at 4 p.m. 
Thursday and the coeds at the predominantly black school said 
they had no intention of letting the trustees out until their demands 
were met. Public Safety Comr. Reginald Eaves and Rep. Andrew 
Young, D-Ga., arrived on campus Friday afternoon, indicating that 
black leaders might be moving to end the deadlock. 


Soliah's alibi not verified 


A young masseuse was unable Friday to verify the alibi of Patri­ 
cia Hearses former lover, Steven Soliah, that he was in San Fran­ 
cisco at the time of a fatal bank holdup 90 miles away. After the 
testimony of the masseuse, character witnesses and one prose­ 
cution rebuttal witness, both sides agreed to present final argu­ 
ments at Soliah’s bank robbery trial on Monday. 


Workers settle for less 


Workers generally accepted smaller wage settlements under ma­ 
jor contracts negotiated during the first three months of 1976 than 
they did last year, the Labor Dept, reported Friday. But the depart­ 
ment said some of the 270,000 workers covered by these 84 new 
major collective bargaining agreements — most of them in con­ 
struction, apparel and air transportation — can anticipate unspeci­ 
fied raises in the future unde? cost-of-living escalators. The report 
did not include a lucrative new master freight agreement won by 
the Teamsters union early this month after a brief nationwide 
strike.

Bank of England hikes lending rate 


The Bank of England Friday hiked its minimum lending rate one 
and a half per cent to 10.5 per cent in a crisis bid to save the ailing 
pound. At the same time, Len Murray, general sec. of the Trades 
Union Congress, Britain’s equivalent of the AFL-CIO in the United 
States, said British labor unions soon will agree with the govern­ 
ment on new pay curbs for the next 12 months. The two moves 
together pulled the pound out of its deepest nosedive in historh. It 
plunged Thursday to $1.8065 — a IO per cent devaluation since the 
beginning of March. 


Israel, Arabs ready for peace: Javifs 


Sen. Jacob Javits said Friday Israel and the Arabs are ready for 
peace but that it may take an American proposal to prod them 
into halting three decades of conflict. “I believe that the nations in 
this area are ready for peace,” The New York Republican senator 
told a news conference on the last stop of a four-nation Middle East 
tour. “I have anticipated that if it (a solution) is not obtained 
within some proximate period of time that there may begin to be 
solutions offered by the United States,” he said. In Jerusalem, 
military sources said a 44-member Arab guerrilla band captured in 
the West Bank had been trying to prevent Arabs in the occupied 
Jordanian territory from working In Israel. 


“We must reduce costs,” Schmue­ 
cker said. “That is our strategic tar­ 
get and that is why we are going to 
the United States.” 
“WE WANT TO BE over there in 
the big leagues,” said Arthur Railton, 
vice president of Volkswagen

America. 
The 21-member Volkswagen super­ 
visory board, including seven labor 
union members, approved the U.S. 
project unanimously. A management 
promise that no Germans would lose 
their jobs overcame opposition from 
the automobile workers’ union here. 
U.S. sales by Volkswagen, which in­ 
troduced the distinctive Beetle more 
than 20 years ago, dropped from 
570,000 in 1970 to 330,000 in 1975. The 
first three months of this year sales 
slipped even more, falling to 50,283. 
The Japanese Toyota has replaced 
Volkswagen as the No. I foreign car 
and the German firm lost more than 
$400 million in the past two years. 
“We will save $156 a car on ship­ 
ping costs,” Schmuecker said, and cut 
assembly costs by $196 per cai'.

THE GLOBE H O PPERS’ robbery 
preceded the abduction of Mrs. John 
Fridlund, 414 N. Elm , Itasca, from 
the Woodfield parking lot. Mrs. Frid­ 
lund was robbed of $5 and her 1971 
Buick auto before being released near 
a junior high school in Wood Dale 
April 12. 
Police descriptions of Williams F ri­ 
day included the 1971 white-over-gold 
convertible that was stolen from Mrs.

SABINO ORTIZ, a mixer at the 
Durabond factory, said that Moss* 
clothes were blown off by the force of 
the explosion. 


“ He was burned real bad,” Ortiz 
said. “ He came out without

Everything was 
blown off.” 
Assistant Rosemont Fire Chief Don­ 
ald Thurman called the blast a “ low 
order explosion.” The cause was not 
immediately determined. 
Damage to the building was not ex­ 
tensive.

Writer unveils deep secrets 


of Islam Whirling Dervish 


The human impulse for religious ex­ 
perience often finds itself expressed in 
the exotic. 


One of the most ancient and exotic 
— and hitherto secret — religious 
rites has been that of the whirling 
Dervishes of Turkey. 


Reshad Feild is what easily might 
be called a devotee of the esoteric and 
the spiritually exotic. A practitioner 
of the healing arts, he has studied 
with the Druids of Britain and is an 
initiate of the teachings of the Sufi 
Muslim tradition, which includes the 
way of the Dervishes. 


Because of the immense power they 
once wielded, the Dervishes have 
been illegal in their native Turkey for 
half a century. 


FEILD HAS SOUGHT the secret of 
the Dervishes and the whirling dance 
they do called “the turn” for a dozen 
years. He has told the story of that 
search and the teacher who finally 
brought him to the Dervishes in a 
book, “The Last Barrier” (Harper 
and Row). 


The origins of the dance belong to 


the middle of the 13th Century and the 
story is told that it began when the 
Sufi Saint Rumi, while watching a 
goldsmith working, was brought into a 
state of whirling ecstasy. 


The Sufi way to the knowledge, the 
:perience of what Feild would call the 
“Metaphysics of Ecstasy” always has 
been a secret path only for initiates. 
Indeed, his book is the chronicle of 
the tests — “I blew most of them,” he 
said in an interview — put in his way 
by his teacher before being taught the 
dance. 


Feild, however, wants to make the 
dance public property. 


“We’re at the verge of the greatest 
change in history,” he said. “There’s 
no time to fiddle about with this se­ 
cret society stuff. It’s now out of the 
bag and the question is, let’s get on 
with it.” 


He said the Sufi Muslim way origi­ 
nally had been known as “the path of 
the householder” and that he wanted 
“to bring out to the average man 
what can be useful to him” in his 
search for God.

Day care policy criticized

ICC orders refunds 


The Illinois Commerce Commission 
has ordered Peoples Gas, Light and 
Coke Co. to refund more than $4 mil­ 
lion to its gas heating customers be­ 
cause of overcharges. 


The commission ordered the utility 
to credit the refund during the May 
billing period. The refund w ill mean a 
return of about $4 to each of the com­ 
pany’s approximately 900,000 gas heat 
customers in the City of Chicago. 
The ICC said the overcharges re­ 
sulted from fluctuations in the utility’s 
purchase of synthetic fuel. 
The commission said the utility 
made incorrect assumptions about the 
timetable for use of a synthetic natu­ 
ral gas for a new plant and over­ 
collected money for that gas. The 
company has to refund the money, the 
commission said, because customers 
have yet to use the new gas. 


Coal production increases 


Coal production in Illinois during 
March increased from last month and 
a year ago, according to Russell T. 
Da we, Springfield, director of the 
Dept, of Mines and Minerals. 
March production from 31 strip 
mines and 22 underground mines to­ 
taled 5,292,929 tons. That compared 
with 5,043,302 tons in February and 
5,156,209 tons in March, 1975. 
Again leading the producers was 
Perry County with 1,103,309 tons. Je f­ 
ferson was second with 524,684 tons 
and St. Clair was third with 508,409 
tons.

The most serious concentration cur­ 
rently is in a 14-county area in the 
southeastern part of the state along 
the Indiana border from Edgar Coun­ 
ty on the north to Gallatin on the 
south, and as far west as Clay County, 
the Illinois Dept, of Agriculture re­ 
ports. 
At least 16 herds are affected. 
It probably w ill take at least until 
the end of the summer to track down 
all the affected animals, officials say.

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Russian-born Luba thinks positive

Luba is the last Rudenko. Ex­ 
cept for her parents, the others 
were killed during the Russian 
revolution. 


When Luba is gone, then, what 
will she leave behind? She puzzles 
over it, fiddling with her cigarets. 


Her voice is lightly accented. 
Husky. “Do you mean the house, 
money?” she asks. No, not that. 


“Well,” she says, “if you begin 
to question something like that, 
you are not living in the present 
the way you should. See?” She 
holds up her cigarets — a box of 
Now — and grins, brown eyes 
mischievously bright. 


She’s a small, stylish blonde 
who punctuates her conversation 
with graceful, sometimes theatri­ 
cal movements. 


IT’S NATURAL enough for a 
former soloist with the Ballet 
Russe. But that was then. Now, 
Luba Marks, nee Rudenko, is 
known for Luba Designs, the flou­ 
rishing contemporary sportswear 
firm she and her husband, Rich­ 
ard Marks, exhausted themselves 
and their marriage to build. 


When they started in the ’50s, 
two people doing the work of IO, 
“We worked seven days a week 
with no vacation and it became a 


$5 million company that offered 
American women $500 clothes for 
$90. It was a new concept and 
America loved it.” 


“But there was a toll,” she con­ 
tinues. “You become physically 
exhausted so that no vitamin will 
help and your personal life falls 
apart.” The couple still work to­ 
gether but live apart. 


“FOR TWO months in 1973, I 
had to rest,” she says “I reeval­ 
uated, juggled, joggled, went in 
the ocean in January for a cool 
swim and in March, I was back in 
business.”

House owned Luba Designs and 
the pressure had eased. 


“We’re going to make $7-8 mil­ 
lion this year,” she says, “and we 
anticipate 12 later on. That’s why 
I don’t think about tomorrow. It’s 
only the beginning.” 


That's Luba now. Then, as a 
Russian 
child 
growing 
up 
in 
Paris, there was another life. 


“During the Russian revolution, 
my parents escaped to Paris. My 
father had many professions. In 
Paris he was a tenor with a com­ 
pany of Cossacks. Then he had a 
restaurant with gypsy music and 
then he lost everything because a 
president of France was killed by 
a Russian and the French, being 
very chauvinistic, insisted every 
Russian restaurant had to close."

FROM THEN ON, it fell mostly 
to the child to support the family.

There were times, she says, 
“when I had to win first prize in a 
contest so we could eat.” 


The memories are not apparent­ 
ly painful.

At 13, the youngest soloist with 
the Ballet Russe, she left her par­ 
ents to come to America. “Oh, 
gosh, do you want the dates? It 
was the '40s, and I was working 
seven days a week and adoring it, 
but I was so homesick, I refused 
to 
learn 
English. 
We 
spoke 
French and Russian in the com­ 
pany. 


“ I was supporting my parents. 
My mother w'as ill and my father 
had lost a leg in the revolution.” 
She stops and says mildly, “They 
could never adapt themselves.” 


But Luba Rudenko could. She 
was so touched by the American 
press that called her a “spitfire 
on the stage” and the fans who 
cheered 
that 
she re-evaluated 
things. “I said to myself, why I 
am missing Paris so much? Only 
my parents I miss, so bring them 
over!” 


TWO OR THREE years later, 
they were here, but she's given up 
the ballet to do it. “I took a job in 
‘Merry Widow’ on Broadway that 
paid five times as much. Every­ 
one told me I was giving up im­ 
mortality, but I never regret any­ 
thing I’ve done.” 


And now. she says, “ I'm work­ 
ing harder than ever, but I won't 
neglect any other part of my life 
like before.” Every weekend she 
hurries to the beach home where 
“the sky is bigger than life, and 
the ocean! It’s almost like a living 
painting.’’ 


And the seagulls. So hardy and 
healthy and . . . she searches for 
words. 
“They have such con­ 
tentment.” They are, says Luba 
Rudenko who danced for her 
meals, “secure.”

Many persons have 
problem in balance 


Recently I have been faced with an equilibrium problem upon 
arising in the morning and sometimes during the day. I am 60 
years old. Often I feel as though I could fall. Could you tell me 
what my problem is? 


Many persons have balance problems. It is not a simple problem. 
There are three basic inputs of information to your brain about 
your body position. They are the inputs from the eye, the balance 
mechanism of the ear and the sensory perception from all of the 
muscular skeletal system of the body. 


This combined input of information is sorted out and acted upon 
by centers in the brain. The brain center send out impulses that are 
used to make the proper movements to maintain balance. If your 
legs are out of position, there is an automatic reflex response that 
occurs and even without thinking, you’ll readjust your foot position 
to maintain balance. These balance centers in the brain must also 
function properly for your equilibrium to be normal. 


The list of things which can happen to the eye that will affect 
balance is fairly long. Add to this the list of defects of the balance 
mechanism of the ear. The little ear canals that control balance 
can be affected by an infection (labrlnthitis). The inflamed canals 
cause attacks of dizziness and problems with balance. This can 
follow a virus infection. Various drugs can affect the balance mech­ 
anism. The toxic or chemical action on the little canals will also 
cause trouble with equilibrium. 


Anything that affects the circulation to the balance centers in 
the brain can cause loss of equilibrium. Changes in the arteries to 
the brain can cause inadequate circulation and loss of blanace. This 
is why many older people have balance problems. Any decrease in 
circulation to the brain can produce temporary problems in bal­ 
ance. This can occur at the beginning of a faint in a young, healthy 
individual. If the blood pools in the legs and not enough gets to the 
brain, as occurs with an impending faint, associated problems are 
to be expected to the point even of complete inability to stand. 


I RECOGNIZE this is not your problem, but to give you a better 
picture, remember that individuals who have had too much alcohol 
to drink often have trouble with their balance. They lose the normal 
fine tuning mechanisms of the nerve, muscle and skeletal system 
that are necessary to maintain proper balance. 


What can you do then? The only answer to this kind of problem is 
to obtain a fairly complete medical examination. Certainly the ex­ 
amination should include an evaluation of the possibility of poor 
circulation to vital areas of the brain or the balance mechanism of 
the ear, but it will also provide important information on many 
other causes that can produce the same symptom.

Homeowner plagued 


by insect invasion 


Dear Dorothy: We are beginning our second spring in our 11- 
year-old brick ranch home (with full basement). And we’re ex­ 
periencing what we went through last year — minute reddish-brown 
ants in both bathrooms, plus spiders. We have two small chil­ 
dren. What can we do? — Mrs. Barbara J. Noonan. 


The ants are clover mites. They come into houses in the fall, 
stay in the walls all winter and emerge this time of year. You 
might get rid of them at once by vacuuming them up. If they 
persist, try household malathion, which is a fairly safe insecticide. 
The best way to make sure you don’t have a repetition later in the 
year is to clean up the outside to remove all dead leaves and debris 
and even grass around the foundation. Clover mites will not cross 
bare ground. Also, you ought to check carefully to make sure that 
your house is tight. Ifs the way most insects make their way into 
homes.

Dear Dorothy: Due to a faulty thermostat in my dryer, some 
permanent press pantsuits got too hot, resulting in wrinkles which 
not even our dry cleaner with stem-pressing could budge. Do you 
know of anything that might work?—Mrs. Leroy George. 


Once polyesters have been dried at too hot a temperature and 
wrinkles have set in, the only thing that is supposed to work is 
block steam pressing (steaming on both sides). You have nothing to 
lose trying methods used on nylons that got wrinkled the same way. 
One reader got wringles out of nylon curtains by ironing them on 
wool blankets. A second reported ironing on a damp bath towel — 
and one sprayed nylon curtains with liquid starch and then 
pressed with a warm iron. You’ve gone as far as you could so it 
would seem all three might be worth trying.

Two journalists look 


at new found acclaim

Young people will ask you anything. 
During a recent question-answer session I had with 
some high school students, one young man wondered 
about the most famous person I had ever inter­ 
viewed. 
That tossed me. 
Students usually wonder about salary and whether 
news writers attend colleges or merely enter this 
profession because we are not qualified to do any­ 
thing else. 
But this was an especially well prepared group. 
I stumbled around somewhat and then responded 
with personal hero/auto racing driver A. J. Foyt. 
No wit's later. 
If you asked that same question today, and I re­ 
mended with A.J. Foyt, then you could accost me 
with an old umbrella and accuse me of lying. Here's 
why. 
On Monday afternoon this week, in the glorious 
year Nineteen-Bicentennial, my dirty, old, black tele­ 
phone rang. 
It was Bob Heineman, information coordinator for 
the Illinois Public Action Council (IPAC). 
Bob said he had something for me. I thought it 
might be the $25 refund that IPAC had promised 
after I could not attend their “All The President’s 
Men” movie premiere. 
Not so. 
Heineman wondered whether I might want to at­ 
tend IPAC’s informal drinks and questions session 
Tuesday afternoon with Washington Post political re­ 
porter Bob Woodward. 
You might know of Woodward. He kept unearthing 
news about people who Americans are trying to for­ 
get. Now, there are books and movies about those 
people. 
This, of course, was no small honor and I leaped 
forward at the invitation with an enthusiastic, 
‘YES!” 
It would be good to prepare myself. So Tuesday 
morning, I scoured newspaper and magazine clips. 
Everything I found said that Woodward was a nice 
guy. 
Shortly after 2:30 p.m., I walked into the Whitehall 
Hotel on Delaware Street in Chicago. 
There w'as an hour to spare. Two other reporters 
already were waiting. 
Then it began to hit me. This was really sorae- 
hing. 
Imagine that . . . one year ago, I covered sports 
for The Herald, now I was waiting to inverview Bob 
Woodward. 
Of course, it wasn't the greatest dream come true. 
In my dreams, I always am Bob Woodward, or his 
nvestigative friend, Carl Bernstein of the Post. But 
this was close. 
The first hint that something might have gone 
askew came about 3:10 p.m., some 20 minutes beforp 
the scheduled format of informal drinks and ques­ 
tions. 
A young woman approached us and said IPAC’s 
Bob Heineman had called. Mr. Woodward w’ould be 
delayed. 
Oh, I thought, and other unprintable things. How 
delayed? About 90 minutes, she said. 
About 4:30 p.m., there was still no trace of Bob 
Woodward. So I called Heineman. He was dis­ 
traught. 
Woodward and Bernstein already had cancelled 
two television appearances. Heineman said they 
were enroute from the East Coast. 
When you come that close to something, and then 
the project falls through, it hurts. The two other 
reporters exited. I went outside to walk away the 
disappointment. 
About 6 o’clock, I decided to try again. “Yes,” said 
the Whitehall desk clerk, “Mr. Woodward is in room 
2008.” 
I knocked three times on the old door. Would Bob 
Woodward appreciate an unplanned visitor? I won­ 
dered. 
“Who is it?” asked Bob Woodward. 
I gave my name. He said, “Wait a minute.” 
Then Bob Woodward opened the door. And there 
stood the most famous person I have ever inter­ 
viewed. 
Bob Woodward said that if I returned in one hour, 
then maybe, just maybe, there would be a few mo­ 
ments. 
To wait one more hour, after killing off nearly 
four, was the least I should expect from myself. I 
soothed the slowly passing minutes with a rum and 
coke. 
I even dozed off in the lobby. 
At 7 o'clock, I knocked once more upon the door of 
room 2008. Bob Woodward had gone. 
Yes, said the Whitehall desk clerk. Mr. Bernstein 
was quartered in room 2101. Back up to try again. 
Woodward and Bernstein, the “Woodstein” twins, 
were talking rapidly. I could hear them through the 
door. They would be leaving shortly to eat dinner 
with Bob’s parents in Wheaton. 
Perhaps I had become slightly unsure.-1 had not 
planned to confront both men. One was enough chal­ 
lenge. 
I kept listening for the correct spot. But there was 
no lull. They just kept talking. Then, heaven save the 
timid and ignorant, I got a break. Bernstein’s phone 
rang. He grabbed it. I knocked. 
The door opened. “Oh, you found us,” said Bob 
Woodward in one breath, adding that there just was 
not any time. He couldn’t fit me in. I pleaded my 
cause. 
Woodward said wait a second and closed the door. 
I waited. I was very good now at waiting. Bob Wood­ 
ward returned and said meet him at his room in five 
minutes. 
That’s where w>e talked. Bob Woodward was not 
feeling very good. He had a bad cold this week. I 
learned that all he ever wanted was to become a 
good reporter. 
The quality about Bob Woodward is that he does 
not place any importance on that whole fame rou­ 
tine. 
I think that’s why I kept waiting. All those people 
who said that Bob Woodward is a nice guy couldn’t 
be wrong. And they weren’t. He’s a guy who shaves 
and goes to work each morning like everyone else. 
Bob Woodward made me proud to be a journalist. 
He was worth any wait. And, yes, I’d do it again.

State to start blood checks 
to stifle encephalitis danger 


Illinois residents should know by 
mid-July whether they have to worry 
about another outbreak of encephalitis 
that last year killed 52 persons in the 
state. 
In about three weeks, the Illinois 
Dept, of Public Health w ill begin col­ 
lecting blood samples from birds in 
Southern Illinois to see if they are 
carriers of the St. Louis-type encepha­ 
litis. 
Infected birds pass the disease to 
culex pipiens mosquitos, which in turn 
transmit encephalitis to humans. 
Dr. Gary Clark, a state board of 
health mosquito expert, said that mos­ 
quito abatement programs could be­ 
gin in mid-July if evidence of the en­ 
cephalitis virus is found. 
I l l i n o i s Public Health Director 
J o y c e Lashof recently appointed 
Clark to head a five-member monitor­ 
ing team that is intended to provide 
an early warning of encephalitis.

While Middendorf said the U.S. 
Navy is still the most powerful in the 
world, he said if more ships aren’t 
built in the next several years, the 
Navy might “ not be able to protect 
the sea’s lanes for our defenses and 
shipment of needed raw m aterials.” 


H E CITED a recent study by the 
Library of Congress, showing “ serious 
U.S. shortcomings and an increase in 
Soviet navy capabilities.” He said the 
Soviet Union has developed antiship 
missiles the U.S. Navy does not yet 
have. He also said the Soviet Union 
has 25 per cent more combat ships 
than the United States. 


“ They have 225 ships to our 175 and 
these are loaded wall-to-wall with 
missiles,” he said. “ Russia also has 
times more submarines than we 
have. If their prim ary interest is to 
protect coastal areas for what reason 
are they building this fantastic ar­ 
mada?” 


Middendorf said the Soviet Union 
also has the largest fishing fleet in the 
world — all potential combat ships in 
case of war — and that the ships are 
e q u i p p e d with sophisticated in­ 
telligence and electronic equipment 
controlled from Moscow. 
H E SAID in the last IO years, U.S. 
Navy resources have decreased 50 per 
cent — from 937 to 447 combat ships 
and 26 to 13 aircraft carriers. The ma­ 
jor problems, he said, have been ship 
obsolescence and not enough money to 
build new ones. He said it takes six to 
seven years to build a major combat 
ship. 
Middendorf applauded recent efforts 
by some legislators in Congress to in­ 
crease the Navy budget. He said a 
shipbuilding program should begin as 
soon as possible. 
“ We are the strongest navy so far,” 
he said. “ The question is when will 
the lines cross?”

COULD YOU PLEASE TELL ME 
ABOUT THE WOMBAT? 


To see a wombat in its natural envi­ 
ronment, you would need to journey 
to southern Australia and Tasmania. 
Even then you might be disappointed, 
for the wombat is a solitary creature 
given to nighttime habits. 
Like most Australian animals, the 
wombat is a holdover from prehistoric 
times dating back more than I million 
years. He shares his environment 
with such tsrange creatures as the 
p l a t y p u s , kangaroo, echidna and 
koala bear. All of these animals trace 
their family trees back to the dawn of 
civilization. 


Scientists believe that at one time, 
Australia and Asia were joined by a 
great land bridge. In time, however, 
this bridge sank below the surface of 
the sea, and Australia was cut off 
from the rest of the world. For 50 mil­ 
lion years the animals of Australia 
had time to develop independent from 
outside influences. And the animals 
evolved into several unique species.

The wombat looks like a small cud­ 
dly bear. His paws have five toes, 
four of which are armed with great 
claws. He has a squat, thick body, 
short legs and smallish round ears. 
Large wombats can grow as long as 
four feet and weigh up to 80 pounds, 
though the average wombat is some­ 
what smaller. 


The bright eyes of a wombat are 
small. But because he is a burrowing 
animal and spends a great deal of 
time in tunnels, this is no great loss to 
him. His teeth are rootless and grow 
throughout his lifetime. Since he mun­ 
ches constantly on roots, grasses and 
the inner bark of trees, he continually 
wears his teeth down. 


The wombat is a solitary creature, 
and, except for the breeding season, 
lives alone. After a short gestation pe­ 
riod, a baby wombat is born some­ 
times between April and June. Since 
wombats are marsupials — pouched 
mammals — the baby heads for the 
mother’s pouch, where he stays snug 
and secure until December. After the 
young wombat leaves his mother’s 
pouch, he spends a month or so riding 
around on mom’s back, learning the 
things every wombat needs to know. 


By the end of February, the youngster 
is ready to leave his mother’s protec­ 
tive care and forage on his own. 


Wombats are great burrowers. They 
sometimes dig complex mazes of tun­ 
nels thaa circle, criss-cross and go ev­ 
ery which way. While their average 
burrow is only 15 feet long, their su­ 
per tunnels often extend IOO feet.

Younger brother

“ My girl friend called me after batting practice and she couldn’t 
keep it from me,” LeFlore said. 
Gerald LeFlore, 26, died of a gunshot wound in the chest early 
Friday morning. Six persons, who police said claimed the shooting 
was accidental, were taken into custody for questioning. 
“ I tried not to let it influence my play,” said LeFlore, 28. “ But 
when I ’d take a swing and miss and step out of the box, it would 
pop into my mind, ‘Gee, my brother’s dead. It can’t really be true.' 
“ I haven’t cried yet,” he said, “ but that doesn’t mean I won’t. I 
probably w ill when I get to my parents.” 


Kenyan Boit wins Drake feature 


Kenyan Mike Boit outdueled American record holder Rick Wohl- 
huter to win the 800-meter run in the featured race Friday at the 
67th annual Drake Relays in Des Moines. 
Boit, running for Eastern New Mexico, finished in 1:46.14 to set 
one of the two meet records established in Friday’s events, run 
under threat of severe thunderstorms. 
Nick Rose, voted the outstanding performer at the 1975 Drake 
Relays, set the other record, knocking nearly one minue off the 
Drake standard in the 5,000 meters. The former Western Kentucky 
star was clocked at 13:40.93.

The* question often is raised are 
well-equipped, powerful fishing boats 
really necessary or are they simply a 
product of a soft, modern society that 
looks for the easiest out? 


For more than 20 years, I fished out 
of leaky wooden boats, a 14-foot canoe 
and lightweight aluminum and fiber­ 


glass boats before I invested several 
thousand dollars in a modern fishing 
rig. So, I consider myself anything 
but soft when it comes to fishing. 
When I finally purchased my mod­ 
ern boat, I made certain it was not 
only comfortable, but was equipped 
with all the accessories needed to fish 
large inland lakes. 
With a top speed of about 36 miles 


an hour, the 17-foot tri-hull enabled 
me to reach long distance fishing 
holes under the most severe weather 
conditions. It was equipped with a 
powerful bilge pump, and I never 
worried about taking water aboard. 
While many anglers were sitting in 
the house because of extreme weath­ 
er, I was fishing and usually enjoying 
it.

The four-week contest begins May I 
and will offer thousands of dollars in 
prizes to fishermen who land a coho, 
chinook, rainbow trout or brown trout 
in waters of Lake Michigan off the 
Chicago lakefront. 
In addition, each week of the con-

Another invasion by trout anglers is 
anticipated May I after the Cook 
County Forest Preserve District re­ 
stocks Axehead, Belleau and Sag 
Quarry lakes this week with its sec­ 
ond release of thousands of 6-8 inch 
rainbow trout. 
The stocking will be conducted April 
27, but there will be a four-day, no­ 
fishing period to enable the trout to 
adjust to their new environment. Fish­ 
ing will resume Saturday, May I at 
sunrise. 
Axehead Lake is south of Touhy 
Ave. between River Rd. and the Des 
Plaines River. Belleau is in eastern 
Des Plaines between Dempster St. 
and Busse Hwy. and Sag Quarry is on 
the east side of Old Archer Ave., at 
the intersection of Hwy. 83 and Arch­ 
er Ave. 
Forest Preserve lakes operate un­ 
der the State of Illinois regulations. A 
valid Illinois hook and line fishing li­ 
cense is required for all persons ex­ 
cept those who are under 16, disabled 
or blind, or over £5. 
In addition, anyone required to have 
a valid fishing license must also pos­ 
sess a state trout and salmon stamp 
when fishing for trout within district 
waters. The daily limit for trout is 
five fish. 
A third stocking is planned for late 
May in these same three lakes. Exact 
dates have not been announced.

The depth locators enabled me to 
find deep water structure, and the 
bow-mounted electric trolling motor 
allowed me to plug weed beds and 
shorelines without anchoring the boat 
every time I wanted to fish. 
During a recent trip to Lake Bark­ 
ley in Kentucky, I had the opportunity 
to fish both with a w'ell-equipped fish­ 
ing boat and a 14-foot aluminum boat 
rigged only with a 7Vz horsepower mo­ 
tor. 
The incident reminded me of what I 
hadn't been missing. 
I spent the first day with another 
angler fishing out of a boat equipped 
similar to mine, and on the second 
day the same fisherman joined me in 
the aluminum boat. 
On both days it rained steadily and 
was extremely windy. The huge im­ 
poundment presented a danger for 
small boats which might try crossing 
the main body of the lake. 
The first day of fishing presented 
few problems because the boat was 
designed 
to handle 
the 
wind and 
waves. We could fish most areas that 
looked like they might be productive, 
and a 24-volt electric trolling motor 
was effective in controlling the craft 
in wind and waves. 
However, the second day of fishing 
w’as an entirely different story. We 
were extremely limited in what water 
we could fish, and most fishing time 
w as spent trying to control the boat in 
the wind and bail out rain. 
The anchor was too light to hold un­ 
less the boat was in a semi-sheltered 
area, and crossing large open areas 
presented some danger. 
The first days of fishing 
—even 
though a cold front had just moved in 
— produced eight fish. On the second 
day wrhen fishing should have im­ 
proved, we caught only two fish. With 
the small boat, much of our fishing 
time was spent getting to fishing holes 
and fighting the wind to position the 
craft in place. 
In certain circumstances, a small, 
light boat can be an asset. However, 
in fishing large impoundments, the 
small boat angler can not only be 
handicapped but in danger if a sudden 
storm arises. 
Not everyone can afford a large 
boat, and many lakes are not de­ 
signed for them. But for those who 
can afford such a purchase, the boats 
can pay off in safety features alone.

Citizens urge clean air legislation 


by LEA TONKIN 
Strong public action on clean air 
legislation is needed now, said repre­ 
sentatives of eight Illinois citizen 
groups at a press conference held 
Thursday in Chicago. 
John Kirkwood, executive director 
of the Chicago Lung Assn. and spokes­ 
man for the organizations, expressed 
concern about May Congressional de­ 
cisions on Clean Air Act of 1970 
amendments. 
“Passage of the Clean Air Act 
amendments in 1970 was a major step 
toward assuring the protection of the 
pubKc health from the harmful effects 
of polluted air,” he said. 
“At the present time, however, 
these environmental concerns are 
being overshadowed by a concerted 
and organized effort by special inter­ 
est groups to shape decisions which 
would greatly benefit their economic 
interests.” 
Kirkwood urged citizens to tell leg­ 
islators their views on adequate air 
pollution control standards. The citi­ 
zen groups support: 
» Stringent auto emissions controls 
by 1980 and the use of California state 
standards in the interim period. Car­ 
bon 
monoxide, hydrocarbons and 
oxides of nitrogen are the pollutants 
cited. 
► Passage of a non-degradation 
law. The measure would prevent in­ 
dustry from escaping metropolitan 
area controls by building plants and 
other air pollution sources in relative­ 
ly “clean” areas. 
• The continued use of constant 
emission rather than intermittent con­ 
trols to achieve ambient air stan­ 
dards. 
Strict auto emission controls will 
not cause substantial loss in fuel econ­ 
omy, said Dan Swartzman, director of 
legal services for the Chicago Lung 
Assn. The group favors passage of the 


related Waxman-Maguire amendment 
in the U.S. House of Representatives 
and the Hart Amendment in the Sen­ 
ate. 
The Thursday conference, 
con­ 
ducted in cooperation with the Nation­ 
al Clean Air Coalition, was one of 35 
meetings across the U.S. Joining in 
the conference were the Illinois Envi­ 
ronmental Council, the Sierra Club, 
League of Women Voters, Lake Mich­ 
igan Federation, Illinois Wildlife Fed­ 
eration, Clean Air Coordinating Com­ 
mittee and the Citizens Advisory Com­ 
mittee on Open Space.

THE U.S. ARMY Corps of Engi­ 
neers is trying to foist a $5 billion 
Mississippi River channelization pro­ 
gram on the public, said the Coalition 
on American Rivers, Champaign. 
The coalition’s opposition to the pro­ 
posed Lock 26 at Alton, 111. and re­ 
lated plans is seconded by the Sierra 
Club and the Izaak Walton League. 
Citizens should contact their elected 
representatives about this issue, the 
coalition said. More than 20 railroads 
have joined in the channelization pro­ 
test. 
The corps plan for repairing a dam 
at Alton is the first step in a master 
plan to improve all the locks from St. 
Louis to Minneapolis, the group said. 
The repair job at Alton actually in­ 
cludes plans for a 12-foot channel for 
commercial barge traffic. Estimates 
of the project’s total cost range up to 
$10 billion. 
Before the Corps goes ahead with 
its plan, the group contends, the eco­ 
nomic and environmental impact of 
this barge-industry subsidy should be 
considered.

Profit taking hurts stock 


prices; Dow down by 7 


New York (UPI) — Profit taking, 
heightened by fears of rising interest 
rates, drove prices lower for the sec­ 
ond consecutive session Friday in 
sluggish trading on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, 
a 3.31-point loser Thursday, fell anoth­ 
er 7 points to 1,000.71. However, the 
blue-chip average gained 20.23 points 
for the week. Many observers were 
encouraged the Dow finished the week 
over the 1,000 level. 


In the four sessions prior to Thurs­ 
day’s setback, the Dow average had 
climbed 36.37 paints and reached a 
three-year high of 1,011.02 on Wednes­ 
day. Some observers said this rise set 
the stage for profit taking. 


Analysts said the major investor 
concern was the Federal Reserve 
Board’s report late Thursday that the 
nation’s basic money supply rose $3.4 
billion in the latest reporting week. 


THAT NEWS, plus some other fac­ 
tors, prompted a leading Wall Street 
economist to issue a warning of prob­ 
lems for the bond market, and this 


produced further selling during the af­ 
ternoon. 
Standard & Poor’s 500-stock index 
lost 0.69 to 102.29, the NYSE common 
stock index 0.36 to 54.48 and the aver­ 
age price of an NYSE common share 
decreased by 23 cents. 
Declines topped advances, 978 to 
489, among the 1,871 issues crossing 
the tape. The 404 unchanged issues re­ 
flected some investor uncertainty. 


VOLUME SLOWED to 17,000,000 
shares from 20,220,000 traded Thurs­ 
day. Analysts said the slowed-down 
trading indicated the selling pressure 
was not extreme. 
Texas Utilities topped the Big Board 
actives, off 1/8 to 19-1/8 on 211.300 
shares, including a block of 180,000 
shares at 19-1/8. AMP Inc. followed, 
off 3/8 to 34-3/8 on 175,500 shares, in­ 
cluding a block of 150,000 shares at 34. 
Litton Industries was third, up 3/8 to 
15-5/8 on 151,400 shares. 
Prices closed lower in moderate 
trading on the American Sock Ex­ 
change. The average price of an 
Amex share decreased by four cents. 
Volume totaled 2.040.000 shares, com­ 
pared with 2,550,000 traded Thursday.

Holocaust memorial: 


'Redemption 
resides in 
remembrance 


Bernard and Rochelle Zell were luckier 
than most. When Hitler's forces invaded 
Poland in 1939, they began their escape. 
Nearly two years and many hardships later 
they landed safely on U.S. soil. 
But the Zells, who lost most of their 
family in the World War ll nightmare 
called the. Holocaust, have never forgot­ 
ten. People should remember, they be­ 
lieve. That is why they donated the money 
for the Holocaust Memorial, now a per­ 
manent part of the Maurice Spertus M u ­ 
seum of Judaica in Chicago. 
The memorial, a collection of photo­ 
graphs, artifacts and literature, attempts to 
present the Holocaust experience — the 
annihilation of six million Jews during 12 
years of hell. It is a small museum, intimate 
and most moving when viewed alone.

"Zachor" says a sign at the entrance. Re­ 
member. 
"The secret of redemption resides in re­ 
membrance," reads a quote on the en­ 
trance wail. Nearby stand six pillars, one 
for each of the million Jews killed by the 
Nazis during the war. Two of the pillars 
carry names of relatives and friends of Chi­ 
cago area residents who died 
in 
the 
Holocaust. People are invited to submit 
names of others to be inscribed on the 
remaining pillars. 
"W e wanted to remember names — the 
individual," said Grace Cohen Grossman, 
curator of collections at the museum, 618 
S. Michigan Ave. 
"Six million has almost become a cliche. 
But when you think of the individual, you 
think of normal lives, people who got up

in the morning, children who went to 
school. You think of the child who could 
no longer ride his bicycle or pick a flower. 
Like that, their lives were snuffed out. 
Their names were taken away and number 
stamped on their arms." 
The memorial, the only one of its kind 
in the country, is grim. There is nothing

pleasant about mass human extermination. 
Many of the photographs on display were 
taken by the Nazis, who were fanatical 
about documentation. The exhibit tries to 
be unemotional, chronologically depicting 
the gradual erosion of Jewish rights, the 
humiliation and eventually the slaughter. 
The items are displayed on a gray back­ 
drop that carries the names of concentra­ 
tion camps plus names of cities where Jews 
lost their lives. 
"How to Recognize a Jew" is the topic 
of one photograph, taken from a poster 
found in Vichy, France. The poster points 
out the differences between a Jewish eye, 
nose and mouth and a "normal" eye, nose 
and mouth. Another photo shows a soldier 
carrying a sign that reads in German: 
"Germans! Defend yourselves! Don't buy 
from Jews." 
One display case showed the yellow Star 
of David Jews were forced to wear to mark 
them as subhuman. Another shows pass­ 
ports in which all Jewish women were 
named "Sara" and all Jewish men, "Israel." 
"In the convoluted thinking of the 
Nazis, the Jews were subhuman. Yet these 
subhumans were supposedly going to take 
over the world," explained Mrs. Gross­ 
man, who spent eight months researching 
the exhibit and talking to survivors. "They 
killed the children first because they were 
the future, the biggest threat." 
Part of the memorial is devoted to the 
question of Jewish resistance, an attempt 
to answer many people who believe the 
Jews went to the slaughter like lambs. The 
section shows fighting as well as a sign on 
the ghetto wall: "Hitler Kaput!" 
"People say there was no resistance but

But then there's nothing modest about 
$50 million the Marriott Corp. has spent to 
turn 300 acres of Gurnee, III. farmland into 
a slambang, hip-hooray, good times place 
like Great America. 
The park swings open its gates M ay 29 to 
the first of 2.5 million visitors Marriott offi­ 
cials say will spin the turnstyles this sum ­ 
mer. 
To describe the impact of Great America 
on the senses is like trying to explain a 
parade — each part only makes sense 
when its part of the whole.

Next up is County Fair where a farmer's 
market of snack shops will sell tacos, cus­ 
tard, spaghetti, deli sandwiches, fruits and 
vegetables, submarine sandwiches, wie­ 
ners and knockwurst, french fries, waffles, 
barbeque beef, burgers, pizza, ice cream, 
and, if you're still hungry, hot pretzels and 
popcorn. 
A games arcade and gallery includes 20 
games of skill that will be familiar to coun­ 
ty fair goers. Knock down milk bottles or 
break balloons with darts and you might 
carry home a stuffed animal for your ef­ 
fort. Inside the air conditioned arcade,

chine-tvpe games are lined up for in­ 
spection. 
Cross a bridge and you're in Yukon Ter­ 
ritory, a Klondike m ining town in the days 
of the Alaska gold rush. Totem poles stand 


next to log cabins and there is a tintype 
shop where visitors can get tin-photo re­ 
productions of themselves in 1880 cos­ 
tumes. A wilderness walk through a chil­ 
dren's zoo and mock gunfights in the 
streets compete with the Silver Snow shoe 
Saloon's can-can show for your attention. 
O nly at Great America can you span 
6,000 miles between Alaska and old New 
England just by taking a step. Yankee Har­ 
bor is a recreation of a 19th century New 
England fishing village including an import 
emporium, glass blower, pottery-ceramics 
shop and a woodcarver. 
W hen you arrive at Orleans Place vou've 
gone full circle. The New Orleans French 
Quarter of 1850 is replete with 40 tons of 
wrought iron, gas lights and Dixieland 
bands in a cajun atmosphere. 
It's been 21 years since Walt Disney 
opened Disneyland in Anaheim, Calif., 
and changed the idea of the American 
amusement park forever. Chicago's Riv­ 
erview. once perhaps the grandest am use­ 
ment park in the country, closed in 1967, 
the victim of city crime, neglect and old 
age. 
Although the theme park business is

relatively new, it already is the third big­ 
gest recreational industry in the country. A 
survey just com pleted by C. S. M cK ee & 
Co., Pittsburgh, says 55 m illion persons vis­ 
ited 22 major theme parks last year. O nly 
horseracing, w hich drew 74 m illion; and 
the national parks, with 57 m illion, topped 
that. By contrast, college and professional 
football games com bined drew only 42 
m illion, baseball 30 m illion and bowling 40 
million. 
Gurnee was selected as the ideal loca­ 
tion for a theme park by a group of con­ 
sultants called Econom ic Research Associ­ 
ates, the same firm that did the long-term 
feasibility planning for Walt Disney W orld 
in O rlando, Florida. W ithin a 100-mile 
radius of Great Am erica live some 12 m il­ 
lion people, ERA found. 
Great Am erica was designed by movie 
set designer Randall Duell, w ho used to 
work for M G M in Hollyw ood, but lately 
has taken to designing theme parks. He is 
the artistic m astermind behind the Six 
Flags parks; O pryland in Nashville, Tenn.; 
M ag ic M ountain in Los Angeles and many 
more. 
Great Am erica and others in the new 
generation of amusement parks are m ore 
than just oversized carnivals or state fair 
midways. Rides alone, no matter how 
thrilling, are not enough today. 
O riginal musical reviews and shows are 
In five theaters and arenas located on the 
Great Am erica park grounds. 
Theatre Royale in Orleans Place head­ 
line 14 W arner Brothers cartoon characters 
in a com bined electronic and live show. 
M arriott 
acquired 
rights 
to 
W arner 
Brothers' characters — Bugs Bunny, Porky 
Pig et al — and plans to use them as Dis­ 
ney does its M ickey M ouse and Donald 
Duck. 
W ilderness Theater in the Yukon com ­ 
bines the talents of elephants, dolphins, 
bears, chim panzees and Zamba, a form er 
M G M lion, in what is advertised as the first 
stage show to feature both land and sea 
animals. 


Grand Pavilion In the Great M idw est 
Livestock Exposition and County Fair puts 
on a turn-of-the-century circus.

Clearly it's all intended to further Great 
Am erica's theme park concept, lf it over­ 
whelms you, you can always take time out 
for some of the park's 31 rides. 
The most popular, shown by experience 
of other amusement parks, w ill be the two

The Turn of the Century Is a cork­ 
screw-shaped roller coaster that spins rU 
ders com pletely upside down in two bar­ 
rel-type loops. A second roller coaster, 
W illard's W hizzer, is designed with a sev­ 
en-story drop and 60 banked turns of 70 
degrees. Trains will reach speeds of 42 
miles per hour in the Germ an-designed 
roller coaster.

Great America planned in the Washington, 
D .C area. 
Marriott has developed 300 of the 600 
acres it owns in Gurnee, directly off the III. 
Rte. 132 exit of the Tri-State Tollway. The 
remaining acreage is planned for a future 
Marriott hotel and an industrial park. 
Like many of today's giant American 
corporations, Marriott had humble begin­ 
nings: an eight-stool root beer stand that 
opened in Washington, D.C. in 1927. The 
founder of the company, J. Willard M ar­ 
riott, is still chairman of the board. His son, 
J. W; Marriott jr., is president and chief 
executive officer. Company sales in 1974 
were $631 million in restaurants, hotels 
and leisure enterprises around the world. 
Great America is part of the restaurant 
division of the Marriott Corporation which 
helps explain the 36 restaurants, buffets 
and snack shops in the park.

in the United States. There are 900 tradi­ 
tional type amusement parks. M ore than 
$1 billion has been invested in major 
theme parks in the 1970's alone and Dis­ 
ney, Great Southwest Corp. and several 
other firms spent several hundred millions 
on them in the 1960's.

Immediately after the W orld Cham pion­ 
ship match of 1972, "C h u rc h 's Fried Chick­ 
en 1st Chess Tournam ent" was held in San 
Antonio, Texas. Anatoly Karpov, Tigran 
Petrosian, and Lajos Portisch shared first 
place. 
Bobby Fischer, who attended briefly as a 
spectator, derisively referred to the play of 
his fellow chess professionals as "chicken 
chess." 
Since then, ironically, Fischer, a great 


fighter when he does plav, has not himself 
made a single move over the chessboard. 
And Karpov has gone on from triumph to 
trium ph-unto the world cham pionship it­ 
self. 


Here, see SOLVE-IT, is Anatoly's first 
round win over countrvman Raphael Va- 
ganian in the recent tournament in Skopje 
Yugoslavia. Karpov plaved a brilliant game 
with a beautifully conceived pawn sacrifice 
and a wonderfully executed attack on Va- 
ganian's king.

He 
decided instead to play in spades unless 
George wanted to take him out of a spade 
contract. Hence, his four-spade bid that 
ended the auction. 
Ben ruffed the second heart, promptly 
cashed the top spades and went after 
clubs. West scored two spade tricks, but 
Ben scored 620. 
The other South also played in four 
spades, but tried a spade finesse. He 
w ound up down one when West took his 
queen and continued hearts.

there w as," said Mrs. Grossm an. "S o m e 
fought with guns but there are other kinds 
of resistance. The Jews tried to outwit the 
Nazis 
by 
continuing 
their 
life 
in 
the 
ghetto. 
"M a n y Jews did believe if they coopera­ 
ted now it w ould be better for them later. 
So they did clim b onto railroad cars and 
they did bride officials," she said. "A fte r 
residents of one city w ere taken out in the 
street and shot, one person escaped and 
got back into the ghetto. H e w arned the 
others, but no one believed h im ." 
The real violence began, the exhibit 
notes, in Novem ber, 1938 w hen G erm ans 
claim ed a man nam ed G reenspan killed a 
Nazi official in Paris. It was a turning point. 
Ghettos went into effect and concentra­ 
tion cam ps were filled. 
O n e case in the m em orial holds objects 
from Auschw itz, the Polish death cam p

where m ore than two m illion Jews were 
gassed. M au rice Spertus, founder of the 
m useum , acquired the artifacts about 20 
years ago. Eyeglasses, a rusted bowl, chil­ 
dren's shoes, a cam p uniform and a bar of 


soap m ade from hum an fat are part of the 
display. 
"N e a r the end of the war Jewish life 
really becam e insignificant. The worst the 
war went, the m ore Jews w ere killed," said 
Mrs. Grossm an. " In H ungary they esti­ 
mated it cost between o ne and two cents 
to kill a Jew so they decided to save m o n ­ 
ey and just threw the children into the fire 
without killing them first." 
Possibly the most m oving part of the 
m useum is a three-m inute film that not 
only show s the horror of the crim e but 
how the rest of the w orld watched the 
slaughter in silence. 
Tuesday 
is 
Holocaust 
Day, 
observed 
throughout the w orld as a m em orial to the 
Jews w ho were m urdered. Three services 
are scheduled at the m useum at IO a m., 
no o n and 5 p.m. and the public is invited. 
W hile som e people believe we should 
forget the century's most unbelievable 
crime, put the unpleasantness out of our 
minds, the Holocaust M em o rial has an o p ­ 
posite purpose. 
"W e must rem em ber," said M rs. G ross­ 
man. "I'm not sure we have learned any­ 
thing. W e 've got to becom e m ore sensi­ 
tized to prevent genocide from taking 
place in the future."

The Holocaust M em o rial is only one 
part of the Spertus M u se u m of Judaica, 
opened in 1968. 


The m useum also houses a collection of 
Jewish cerem onial objects, som e predating 
the 16th century. A collection of sculpture, 
paintings, textiles, scrolls and other ethnic 
materials highlighting the Jewish experi­ 
ence are also on display. 


Between 2,000 and 3,000 people visit the 
m useum each m onth. Tour guides are 
available.

Say you live in 
Fargo (N.D.) and enjoy watching new shows in the 
fall. By mid-season there's 10 feet of snow on the 
ground and the tem perature is below zero. 
"A ll you have to do is tune in our show with its 
sunshine, palm trees, flowers and schmaltzy music. 
Suddenly it's summer anci you forget you're in 
North D akota."
